H istory seems to be repeating 
I 
itself in a political way in Ad­ 
ams county. 
The “Out of the P ast” ^lu n in 
in The Gettysburg Times Monday 
evening contained an interesting 
and detailed account of a merry' 
political scrap between 
Fbiitor 
Le fever, of The Compiler, and 
Faditor Harper, of tho Sentinel, 
exactly one hundred years ago, 
in which Mr. Lefever accused Mr. 
H arper of boing a spy and Mr. 
H arper retaliated by declaring 
that 
Mr. 
Lefever made state­ 
ments “destitute of truth, which 
no decent man would make.” The 
rumpus took place over the elec­ 
tion of Mr. McSherry, but for 
what office could not be deter­ 
mined from the detailed account. 
This is particularly interesting 
at this time because of the rather 
intensive political discussion that 
has been taking place the last 
few w eeks between the Compiler 
and the Star and Sentinel, still 
t he official Democratic and Repub­ 
lican organs, respectively. 
The 
language is not quite as vitriolic 
in the modern version of the 
story, but the plot is similar and 
the battle as heated. 
The discus­ 
sion bids fair to provide some 
highly entertaining reading for 
partisans until the general elec­ 
tion in th*- 
fall. 
This 
w riter 
sincerely regrets that, as editor 
of a strictly neutral 
paper in 
things 
political, ho must con­ 
tinually stifle* the desire to “chime 
in.” 
Conducting a non-partisan 
paper has its draw backs, sure 
enough, especially when things, 
politically, commence to warm up. 
But the discussion between the 
Compiler editor and the Star and 
Sentinel editor at least makes 
most interesting reading for just 
today, just as it must have one 
hundred years ago to the in­ 
habitants of Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county then.

ton street into the lane that leads to

but that the form er’s trucks had gone 
into the lane some time before the ac­ 
cident, while that of the Sinclair com­ 
pany, driven by Mervin W eikert, en­ 
tered the road about-the time the boy 
was hurt. 
If the Sinclair company’s machine 
and the bicycle collided, the driver did 
not know that an accident had taken 
place. 
When he was notified of the 
accident, he said he had looked in the 
mirror near the driver’s seat before 
turning into the lane and did not see 
anyone approaching on a bicycle.
